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1. The Council shall be opened on the first day with full service, in- 
cluding Council Sermon, (the preacher of which shall be appointed by the 
Bishop at the preceding Council,) and the celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion; and on each succeeding day with Morning Prayer. 

2. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up except to address the Chair. 

3. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Council, 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

4. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to the 
Council, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, con- 
fining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

6. While the President is putting any question, the members shall ' 
continue in their seats and shall not hold any private discourse. 

7. Every member who shall be in the Council when any question is 
put, shall, on division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
discussion. 

8. No motion shall be considered as before the Council unless sec- 
onded, and when required, reduced to writing. 

9. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be re- 
ceived, unless to lay it on the table, to postpone it for a certain time, to 
postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it or divide it — and motions 
for any of these purposes shall have prn^edence in the order herein named. 
The motion to lay on the table or to adjourn shall be decided without 
debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

10. All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless other- 
wise ordered. 

11. When the Council is about to rise, ever^* member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves his chair. 

12. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall be re- 
ceived of course, and without motion, unless recommitted by vote of the 
Council.

13. If the question under debate contain several distinct propositions, 
the same question shall be divided at the request of any member, and a 
vote taken separately, except that a motion to strike out and insert be 
indivisible. 

All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair, withont 
debate, but any member may appeal from such decision; and on such 
appeal no member shall speak more than once, without the leave of the 
Council. 

15. All amendments iihall be considered in the ordier in which they 
are moved.

Hon. P. P. Bailey, the Treasurer ©f the Council, then read 
liis annual report, which was, on motion, referred to the commit- 
tee on Finance. 

Mr. John A. Klein, the Treasurer of the Diocese, through 
Geo. W. How^ard, M. D., then read his annual report, which, on 
motion, was referred to the committee on Finance. 

[See Appendix for these reports.] 

On motion of Hon. P. P. Bailey, it was resolved that it be re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, to provide a fund to meet the

assessment on the Diocese by rhe General Convention for A. D. 
1880. ' 

The reports of Mr. John W. Robinson, Treasurer of the Cor- 
coran Land Fund, and Treasurer of the Bishop's Residence Fund, 
were then read by Mr. G. D. Sidway^ and referred to the com- 
mittee on Finance. 

(See Api>endix for this report.) 

The report of the committee appointed at the last Council to 
provide for the incorporation of the Trustees of the Diocese, if no 
existing charter for such trustees could be found, was then read 
by Mr. Peter P. Bailey, one of the committee, aocompanied 
with a certified copy of an act passed by the last Legislature, 
incorporating said trustees. 

The report and the resolutions accompanying it, which were 
adopted, are as follows. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INCORPORATING TRUSTEES. 

The committee appointed at the last Council, to inquire whether 
or not the **Trustee8 of the Episcopal Fund, and Church Prop- 
erty," was an existing corporation under the laws of the State of 
Mississippi; and if no record of such corporation can be found 
that such committee procure such Trustees to be incorporated, 
with power to receive by gift or purchase, any property, either real 
or personal, for the support of the Episcopate of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Mississippi; such property to 
be located anywhere in the State of Mississippi, with power also, 
to alienate the same; and to hold property in trust, for any of the 
Parishes of the Diocese; and to inquire whether 'Canon 16, is not 
contrary to the law of the State; beg leave to report. That diligent 
search was made through all the published laws of the State m>m 
the earliest history of the Diocese down to the present time, for 
any special act of the Legislature incorporating said Trustees, and 
none could be found — nor did the office of Secretary of State fur- 
nish Evidence of any private act, or any record of any organization 
filed there under the general laws of the State, nor was any record 
of any charter or original organization of said Trustees, as a cor- 
porate body, known to the oldest living member of the Church in 
the Diocese, of whom your committee made inquiry. Your com- 
mittee, therefore, applied to the Legislature and procured an act 
incorporating said Trustees with power to receive by gift or pur- 
chase, property, either real or personal, for the support of the 

2 
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Episcopate of the Diocese, and alienate the same at will; (hut said 
Trustees are not to hold at any one time, any real property so re- 
ceived or purchased, to exceed in value the sum of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars), with power also to receive in trust for 
Parishes, property not to exceed fifty thousand dollars for any one 
Parish. Your committee failed to get power expressly to receive 
property by bequests and devises, such power inserted in the orig- 
inal draft of the charter, was stricken out by the Legislature. 
The provision of the Code of 1871, prohibiting religious societies 
from receiving devises and bequests, have been left out of the 
new Code of 1880, which, however, does not go into effect until 
November next. 

An authenticated copy of the Act incorporating said Trustees, 
so obtained by your committee, is herewith submitted. 

Your committee are of opinion that Canon number 16, of 
the present series, so far as it authorizes said trustees to receive 
roperty by Will, is contrary to the law of the State, as applica- 
le to religious societies, as it exists under the Code of 1871, and 
is therefore inoperative at present. 

Your committee submit for consideration the following reso- 
lutions. PETER P. BAILEY,

Besolved, That the Act of the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, incorporating the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund and 
Church Property of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Dio- 
cese of Mississippi, approved March 6tn, 1880, and now submitted 
for consideration, be, and the same is hereby accepted, as an act 
incorporating such Trustees, who are instructed to organize under 
it, and be governed by its provisions in the management of their 
trust, as they may from time to time l>e advised or instructed by 
the Council of the Diosese.

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AN ACT to incorporate the Trustees of the Epi scopal Fund and Church 
Property, of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of 
Mississippi, and to define their powers. 

Section 1, Beit enacted by the LegidaJture of the State oi Mis- 
dmppi, That G. D. Sidway, Peter P. Bailey, and John W. Rob- 
inson, of Hinds county, and State of Mississippi, who have been 
chosen by the proper authority of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Diocese of Mississippi, Trustees of the Episcopal Fund 
and Church Property, for said Church in said Diocese, and their 
successors in office, to be chosen according to the usages of said 
Church, under the authority of the Constitution and Canons 
thereof, are hereby created a body corporate, by the name of the 
"Trustees of the Episcopal Fund and Church Property,^ of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Mississippi, witt 
perpetual succession, and by that name may sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, contract and be contracted with. They may 
have a seal and alter the same at their pleasure. They may choose 
one of their number to be President and they shall keep a record 
of their proceedings, and are to be subject to be controlled by the 
authority of said Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of 
Mississippi, as may be expressed by the Constitution and Canons 
thereof, or by resolution of the Council of said Church of said 
Diocese, and which shall not be contrary to the constitution and 
laws of the State of Mississippi. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the Legislature of the State 
of Mimmppi, That said Trustees shall have power by virtue of 
this act to purchase or to receive any property by gift, 
also, to receive any property, real or i)ersonal, in trust 
for the use of said Church in said Diocese, and may mort- 
gage or alienate the same or any portion thereof, but they shall 
not hold for the use of said Church, at any one time, real estate 
to exceed the value of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 
They may purchase or build for the use of the Bishop of the 
Diocese, and his successors in the Episcopate, a residence and a 
Church, if po desired by the Council of said Diocese ; and also. 
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hold school, college and cemetery grounds, and erect suitable 
buildings thereon for the use of said Church in said Diocese. Such 
Trustees, and their successors in office, may receive and hold in 
trust for the use of any separate Parish or congregation in the 
Diocese aforesaid, such property as may at any time be conveyed 
to them by deed, gift or otherwise, for the benefit of such Parish 
or congregation, not exceeding the value of fifty thousand dollars 
for any one congregation or Parish, exclusive of the value of the 
property to be held in trust for the Diocese, as prescribed for 
herein. 

Section 3. Be U furOier enacted by the Legislature of the State 
of Mimmppij That all the property now held by said Trustees 
for the use and benefit of said Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
Diocese of Mississippi, whether real or pei-sonal, shall be, by vir- 
tue of this act, vested by title right in said trustees in their corpo- 
rate capacity as created by this act, and they may alienate the 
same by mortgage or otherwise. 

Section 4. Be ii further ena/sted by the Legidature of the State 
of MissUdppi, That this Act shall take efiect and be in force from 
and afler its passage, and it shall be deemed and taken to be a pub- 
lic act, and be lil^raUy construed; and all laws or parts of laws 
so fiw as they maybe in conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Approved, March 6, 1880. 

Rev. J. T. Pickett, D. D., introduced a resolution, that the 
Vestry of each Parish in the Diocese be requested to have their 
Church Property deeded to the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund 
and Church Property in this Diocese. 

A motion to lay the resolution upon the table was lost, but 
after considerable discussion, the said original resolution was 
withdrawn. 

The following resolution was introduced by the Mr. P. P. 
Bailey, and was adopted : 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF CANONS XV AND XVI. 

Resolved, That it be referred to the Committee on Canons to consider 
and report whether Canons fifteen and sixteen should not be so amended 
as to change the title of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fuwd, as now 
named in said Canons to the title of the Trustees of the 'Episcopal Fund 
and Church Property," as named in the act of the Legislature of the State 
of Mississippi, incorporating said Trustees, and approved March <>, 18S0. 

On motion, the Council adjourned to meet to-morrow morn- 
ing at nine o'clock. 
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At 8 o'clock, p. M.. Evening Prayer was said by Revs. J. W. 
Turner, Nowell Logan and W. B. DeHart. 

The Sermon was preached by Rev. Joseph Cross, D. D., 
LL.D., from 13th chapter of St. Mathew, 33d verse. 

Rev. Abraham Jaeger, one of the Professors of the Univer- 
sity of the South, presented the claims of the University, and a 
collection was made in aid of the Theological Department. 

The benediction was by the Rev. Wm. C. McCracken. 



SECOND DAY. 

Friday, April 23d, 1880. 

The Council met at 9 o'clock, A. m. The 180th Hymn of 
the Hymnal was sung. 

The Litany was said by the Rev. J. Cross, D. D., LL.D. 
The 506th Hymn was then sung. 

On the Bishop of the Diocese resuming the chair, and the 
Council coming to order, the Secretary called the roll of the 
Clergy, and the Assistant Secretary the roll of the Lay Delegates. 
A quorum was found to be present. 

* The proceedings of the day previous were read by the Secretary 
and approved by the Council, with some trifling amendments. 

The Bishop of the Diocese then read his Annual Address, as 
follows : 
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Dear Brethren: — 

This assembling of ourselves, once more, in Council is but 
another evidence of God's undeserved care, and a renewed demand 
upon our love and obedience. To your Bishop it brings home 
thoughts and memories that awake a thankfulness too deep for 
the power of words. It is but two months since, in the privacy 
of my chamber, I spent the thirtieth anniversary of my Episco- 
pate. The present month witnesseth the sixtieth return of my 
first entrance into the Ministry : and another week will find me on 
the threshhold of the eighty-third year of my probation. 

In view of such long-continued and unmerited goodness, I 
know not whether to be more lost in praise for the mercy that has 
spared my life, or humbled in the dust for the little improvement 
that haa been made of it. Of the first thirty years of my min- 
istry little or nothing is known to you ; but I am thankful that the 
record is with Him who knows better how to forgive than to con- 
demn. The other thirty have been spent among you, in much 
weakness, but with the earnest de«ire to spend the little measure of 
my strength in laboring and caring for you. Of my many short- 
comings I need not that any man should remind me. My heart 
reproaches me in many things where, perhaps, your indulgence 
would plead for me. But, while thus sincerely acknowledging my 
insufficiency for work of my high office, I take comfort from the 
consciousness that it was not of my own seeking. Your too trust- 
ful kindness — may I not say blindness, imposed it upon me. Let 
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me hope, therefore, that, in a like spirit of indulgence, you will 
take some share in my failure to perform it. How far I have 
either succeeded, or failed, God knoweth. To Him be all the 
praise of whatever has been acceptable in His sight. 

My labors, during the past year, may be recounted as follows : 
Immediately after the adjournment of our last Council, I 
proceeded to visit a few Parishes on the river. 

I reached Rolling Fork, on the 15th of May, accompanied 
by the Rev. Mr. Prosser. Here I remained five days. It was 
really a cause of much thankfulness to see with what readiness, 
and even earnest desire, the intelligence of this place and 
neighborhood welcomed the prospect of having our Church to 
minister to them. • On the afternoon of Saturday, the 17th, after 
an address to the candidates for confirmation, I organized a Parish, 
by the name of **The Chapel of the Cross," and instructed the 
Vestry in the duties pertaining to their office. ♦Mr. Prosser 
preached at night. The following day, I preached twice, confirm- 
ing ten persons, and administering the Holy Communion. A 
large and every-way suitable lot for the purpose has been pre- 
sented by a lady of the congregation ; and there is good prospect 
that a church will soon be erected upon it. 

My next appointment was for Lake Washington ; but, after 
diligent enquiry, I found that the road was, at that time, impas- 
sable. I therefore proceeded to Greenville, where I spent four 
days. On Sunday, the 25th, I preached both forenoon, aiyi at 
night, baptizing om infant, and confirming ten persons. The Rec- 
tor, Rev. Dr. Juny, who has but recently taken charge of the 
Parish, was too unwell to take any part in the services. But I 
was much gratified at seeing the mutual confidence and affection 
already established between him and his people. 

Accompanied by Mr. Prosj^er, I proceeded next to Rosedale, 
the seat of justice of Bolivar county. There I* was highly 
pleased at finding a handsome Church ready for consecration, and 
a zealous little band anxiously awaiting the arrival of the Rev. 
Mr. Prosser, as their Pastor. On Saturday, the 28th, I preached, 
and baptized one adult, and one infant. The following day, Sun- 
day, the 29th, the Church was appropriately consecrated to the 
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service of God, by the name of *' Grace Church;" two persons 
were confirmed ; five children baptized; and the Holy Communion 
administered. Too much praise can not well be given to the 
small number of the members of the Church in this place for 
what they have, thus far, done for the House of God. 'With 
little or no aid outside of their own place and neighborhood, 
they have erected a building that in chasteness of design, justness 
of proportions, and fitness of ornament, may fiivorably compare 
with many of the houses of worship in our larger, and wealthier 
towns. It was a pleasure to me to leave Mr. Prosser in charge of 
a people so well disposed to appreciate his lators, and work with 
him for Christ and his Church. 

On Tuesday, the 2d of June, I reached my family, after an 
unremitting visitation of fifteen weeks.

It 

was my misfortune to enter upon this work at a most inauspicioiis 

time ; so much so indeed, that by the earnest advice of Northern 

friends of the University, I deemed it my duty to postpone it to 

a more favorable period.

At 11 a. m., after morning prayer, 
Litany and Ante-Communion Service. I preached. At 2 p. M., 
the Coioreii Suudav Sch«»l assembled in the basement of the 
Church. This School is thoroughly weU taught, and the Rector 
deserves the greatest credit tV>r the work done among the negroes. 

At 4 p. M., service was said in the Penitentiarv bvDr. Tocker, 
who baptizeil three prisoners. I preached, confirmed hco candid- 
ates, and addressed them.- 

At 7 p. M.. evening prayer was said by the Rector in St. An- 
dre wV Church. I preached, confirmed nine candidates, and deliv- 
ere<i an address. 

DECEMBER. 

l*f. Monday — Went on to Brandon, where we arrived tookte 
for service. 

2d, Tuefday — In St. Luke*s Church. Dr. Douglas read morn- 
ing prayer, andl nreached. At night. Dr. Douglas read evening 
prayer and I preacheti. 
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ScT, Wednesday — At night, I delivered a Lecture in St. An- 
3w*s Church, Jackson. I left at midnight for Canton. 

4^, Thursday — Canton — Evening i)rayer was read in Grace 
lurch by the Rector, the Rev. J. Cross, D. D , LL.D , after which, 
^reached, confirmed ten candidates, and delivered an address. 

5th, Friday — Grenada — At 7:30 p. m., evening prayer was 
id in All Saints Church, by the Rector, the Rev. XVm. C. 
cCracken, after which I preached, confirmed six candidates, and 
dressed them. 

6^, Saturday — Met the congregation in the Church at 11 a. 
, and addressed them on Church Work. 

At 7:30 p. M., evening prayer was said by the Rector. I 
cached and confirmed one candidate. 

1th, 2d Sunday in Advent — Reached Oxford at 7 A. m. At 
o'clock, I read morning prayer, preached, and celebrated the 
oly Communion. At 7:30 p. m., the Rev. Dr. Pickett, who had 
me from Hollv Springs in the afternoon, read evening prayer, 
preached, confirmed itw students belonging to the University of 
ississippi, and addr«'^sed them. 

8^, Monday — Weather too inclement for services in the 
liurch. I confirmed one person in private. 

9<A, Tuesday — Left Oxford at 7 a. m., for Holly Springs. At 
30 p. M. in spite of a severe rain storm a small congregation 
sembled in the Church. The Rev. Dr. Pickett read evening 
ayer, and I preached. 

10<A, Wednesday — At 11 a. m., I said the Litany, and deliv- 
ed an address on ** Holy Living." At 7:30 p. m., Dr. Pickett 
ad evening prayer. I preached, confirmed three candidates, and 
ilivered an address. 

Everywhere in the Diocese, I was most cordially received, and 
sire to return my very sincere thanks to the ('hurchmen of Mis- 
ssippi for all their kind courtesies.

) "become their Rector. 
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December 2d — Received testimonials of the Standing Com- 
mittee in favor of Rev. R. Hylton Prosser, (Deacon) seeking 
Priest's Orders. 

7th — Preached at **Fairmount," and confirmed six of the 
pupils of that excellent school. 

Deceinher 12ih — Appointed W. P. Fowler and Armstead C. 
Leigh, as Lay Readers in All Saints' Parish, Grenada. 

December 22d — Acknowledged the transfer of Rev. Dr. Cross 
from the Diocese of Texas. 

26^1 — Received testimonials of "Standing Committee" in fa- 
vor of No well Logan, seeking Deacon's Orders. 

Janxumfy Qth — Commenced my Winter and Spring Visitation. 

Sth — At Hernando, I baptized on€ infant and made an address 
to the congregation on the condition of their Parish. 

9th — I stopped a short time at Senatobia, to baptize an infant, 
and confirm its parents. This is a growing place, and a promising 
oi>ening for the future planting of our church. 

At Como I preached on the 11th, Imptized two children, and 
administered the Holy Communion. I hope that the same liberal 
hand (Col. N. R. Sledge^ which built the beautiful little Church 
at this place, will, in the course of this year, add a rectory. 

In the afternoon, I passed down to Sardis, and preached at 7 
p. M. The next day preached again, administered the Holy Com- 
munion, and confirmed a lady in the last stage of consumption. 

Tvesday, ISth — I preached at Batesville to a small congre- 
gation. 

14^ — I preached at Oxford, in the evening baptized one stu- 
dent of tlie University, and afterwards gave to him H.nd five other 
students the Laying-on-of-Hands. 

Thursday Ibth — I preached at Water Valley, and confirmed 
one i)erson. I was here assisted by the Rev. Mr. DeHart, who is 
in charge of this place and Winona. 

I, this day received notice from Edward D. Juny of his inten- 
tion to l)ecome a candidate for Holy Orders. 

Assisted by Rev. Mr. DeHart, I preached in Carrollton fln 
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the 16th, and administered the Holy Communion. The hopes en- 
tertained by our friends a year or two ago, of building a place of 
worship for themselves, have been much disappointed by the un- 
expected death of Dr. Stansbury, and the departure of his fam- 
ily for California. 

Sundag, ISth — At Winona, assisted by Mr. DeHart, I preach- 
ed both forenoon and evening, confirming/owr persons, and admin- 
istering the Holy Communion. The next day, in private, I bap- 
tized one person, (who had previously received that rite from un- 
authorized hands) and afterwards confirmed her. 

Tuesday, 20th — I preached at Vaiden, assisted in the services 
by Rev. Mr. DeHart, who, at my request, preached in the evening. 

I rode to Lexington, on the 21st, and preached in the even- 
ing to a large congregation. The following day preached again, 
both forenoon and evening, and confirmed dx. My heart really 
rejoiced with that of the venerable Pastor of this little flock, at 
the evident success which seems at length to be crowning his long 
and faithful labors. 

Saturday aiid Sunday, 24th and 2bth, were given to the Church 
in Canton; where I was much pleased to find the Rev. Dr. Cross 
engaged as its Rector, and already successfully, as well as zealous- 
ly, at work. It is truly gratifying to me to see the united action 
and growing strength of this Parish. The Rectory has just been 
neatly and comfortably fitted up ; the services are well attended ; 
and the people entertaining the hope that they may long enjoy the 
labors of their present pastor. On Sunday, the 25th, I preached 
in the forenoon, and Dr. Cross in the evening, when four were 
confirmed. 

February Ist — I preached, A. M., in Church of the **Holy 
Trinity," Vicksburg, assisted by the Rector. The Holy Commu- 
nion was administered and three persons coq^rmed. Good hopes 
are entertained by the congregation of getting into their new 
church by Easter. 

In the evening I preached in "Christ Church," and confirm- 
ed 7iine persons. 

• Tlinrsday, bth — By the appointment of the presiding Bishop, I

this day, in Trinity Church, New Orleans, consecrated to the ser- 
vice of God, the Rev. John N. Galleher, D. D., as Bishop of the 
Diocese of Louisiana. I was assisted in that solemn office by the 
Rt. Rev. Bishops of Alabama and Missouri, and the Assistant 
Bishop of Kentucky ; the last named of whom preached the ser- 
mon of the occasion. Before the services I, by particular request, 
baptized three children of that Parish. 

Sunday, Sth — I preached in Woodville, and administered the 
Holy Communion, I was assisted in the services, not only by the 
Rector, but by the Rev. Wm. B. Cooper, not 'long since, a Cler- 
gyman of this Diocese, now a Missionary to Japan; but for the 
present compelled by failing health, to seek a temporary rest in 
his native home. On the evening of the Sth, Mr. Cooper de- 
livered to a crowded and interested congregation, a lecture on the 
manners and customs, and religious condition of that interesting 
people. 

Sunday y Ibth — I preached in Natchez, and admitted Nowell 
Logan to the order of Deacons. In the services of the day, I 
was assisted by the Rev. Messrs. Cooper and Moore, as well as by 
the Rector. I have once more to express my gratification at the 
prosperous and growing condition of this Parish. At evening 
service sixteen were confirmed. 

M&ndayy IStli — At 4 p. m. , after a ride of twenty miles, I 
preached at Christ Church, Church Hill, confirming six. 

Wednesday y Idth — Accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Moore, I 
preached in Rodney to a small but intelligent and attentive con- 
gregation. 

Friday y 20th — In company with the Rev. Mr. Logan, I went 
to the Church of the Epiphany, but found no congregation, as it 
seems that I was not expected. It will require both labor and 
time to restore that f(|pble Parish to any thing like its f<irmer 
prosperity. 

Sunday 22(1 — Assisted by Rev. Mr. Logan, I preached both 
forenoon and evening in Port Gibson, confirming ftro, and ad 
ministering the Holy Communion. I also baptized one adult and- 
tux) children in private. 
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Thursday, 26^— — In Christ Church, Vicksburg, I admitted 
the Rev. J. Foster and the Rev. R. Hylton Prosser (Deacons) 
to the higher Order of the Priesthood. The sermon, at my re- 
quest, was preached by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Adams, who, togeth- 
er with the Rector and the Rev. Drs. Douglas aud Tucker united 
with me in the Laying-on-of-Hands. At the close of the services 
five persons were confirmed. 

On the same day at evening prayer, in the Church of the 
** Holy Trinity," I confirmed nine persons. 

Monday, 27ih — ^The Church at Bovina, which had for some 
time, remained in an unfinished state, was duly set apart, and con- 
secrated to the service of Almighty God. I was assisted in the 
services })y Bbhop Adams, Rev. Drs. Sansom and Douglas, and 
the Rev. Mr. Foster, in addition to the venerable Rector, Mr. 

Fox, who has, for years, notwithstanding a far-advanced 

age, and much bodily infirmity, done what he could for the benefit 
of this little flock. The sermon of the occasion was, at the re- 
quest of the Vestry and people, preached by Dr. Sansom, to whose 
early attention and nursing care the Parish was indebted for its 
first organization and much of its subsequent prosperity. T'he 
building, though far inferior in beauty and costliness to that which 
was destroyed by a rude soldiery, is one adapted to the purposes 
to which it was then devoted ; and is a becoming offering at the 
hands of a people reduced from affluence to comparative poverty 
by the ravages of war. At the close of the services, five persons 
were confirmed. 

Accompanied by the Rev. Dr. Sansom, I passed on to Ed- 
wards, in the afternoon, and preached the following day at 11. 
Further services were prevented in the evening by a continuous 
rain. The members of our Church at this place, though few in 
number, are inspired with a l)ecoming zeal ; hoping ere long to 
build on the handsome lot which has just been "given them. 

Sunday, 29f/i — I preached in Bolton in the forenoon, and Dr. 
Sansom, at night. One adult was baptized, and fiw confirmed. 

MarcJi, 2d — Assisted by Rev. Dr. Douglas, I preached in 
Raymond, both forenoon and at night, baptizing one adult, and 
two children, and confirming two persons. 
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Thursday, bth — I preached hoih A. M. and p. m. in Brandon. 
To this little flock, I hope soon to give the partial services of a 
faithful Missionary. 

Mardi, 6<A — I sent forth a Circular address to the Clergy 
and Congregations of the Diocese, calling their attention to the 
spiritual needs of the Jewish jKJople, and to the efforts now beiifg 
made for their conversion to Christ; and recommending that an 
offering should be made on Good Friday, in their behalf. 

Sunday, 7th — I preached m Jackson in the forenoon, and in 
the afternoon accompanied the Rector to the Penitentiary, which 
continues to claim the compassionate care of himself and a few 
devoted members of his communion. After the usual services of 
the Eector, I delivered a brief address to the convicts, and con- 
firmed ttcH) of them, who had just been baptized by Dr. Tucker. 
It was a matter of regret to me that a sense of unusual fatigue 
prevented me from visiting the colored * ' Mission School** of the 
Parish, which I was pleased to learn, continues to prosper. At 
night I preached a second time, and confirmed /iv persons. 

The following week was spent in visiting the Church in Yazoo 
City. Notwithstanding the rain, which fell unceasingly during 
my stay, I succeeded in visiting several families, and in preaching 
twice on Sunday, the 14th. Six candidates were confirmed; an 
equal number being kept at home by tlie inclemency of the 
weather. 

My next visit was to the newly-formed Parish at Rolling 
Fork, where I was much pleased to find the work, begun scarcely 
a y^ar ago, in a prosperous and growing condition. The Rev. Mr. 
Foster entered upon this Mission in December last, and by his in- 
defatigable labors, has already succeeded in gainiug the confi- 
dence and affection of the people, Avho are now erecting a conve- 
nient Rectory for his use, l>efore j)rcparing to build a Church. I 
visited "all the families within my reach; and preached on Sunday, 
the 21st, confirming four persons. Much against my will, I was 
compelled by the movements of the steamer, to t^ke my departure 
on Sunday afternoon, and thus lose the opportunity of a second 
service, and of meeting the children in their Sunday School. 
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Sioiday, 2Sth — Being Easter Sunday, was, by appointment, 
to have been given to the Church at Lake Washington ; but I 
was again prevented by the swollen state of the river, and the 
flooded condition of the country from either effecting a landing, or 
getting a congregation together. I accordingly turned my face to- 
wards Johnsonville, two hundred miles up the Sunflower river ; 
where, through the zealous labors of a single family, a neat, tasty, 
and well-furnished Church had been erected several years ago. 
Not long after its erection, it was levelled with the ground by a 
furious tornado ; but again, by the indefatigable workers, restored 
to its former place and proportions. I had made three previous 
appointments to visit this little **Flower-in-the-Wildernes"; but, as 
often, had been providentially hindered. I wasj therefore, the 
more thankful to find myself in the family of these church- 
builders, and to be the first to break the long silence of their little 
Temple with the preaching of (rod's word. The head of that 
family, with Patriarchal authority had for some time le<l the 
prayers and praises of the little congregation, and instructed a 
small Sunday School ; and his daughters had brought with them 
the sweet hymns and solemn chants, learned in a distant part of 
the Diocese. The services of the day were, therefore, presente<l in 
much of their beauty and impressiveness to a congregation wit- 
nessing them for the first time. My only regret was that the very 
weak state of my health prevented me from addressing the people 
as I desired. One person only was confirmed. Several others 
would have received the same blessing, if my coming had not been 
altogether unexpected. Here again, I was compelled by the ar- 
rangements of the only steamer on that river, to set out on my 
return upon a Saturday evening, and then spend the following 
day, Easter Sunday, on the river. The disease which, for ten 
days, had been pulling down my strength, unite<l with the con- 
straint and inconvenience of my situation in making this a gloomy 
Festival to the Body. It is on such, and such like occasions, 
brethren, that our Prayer Book proves to us a true ** Friend in 
need," by bringing us, through the use of its varied offices, in con- 
tact, and company, not only with friends and brethren, at home, 
but with all the faithful of Christ's Holv Catholic Church, 
throughout the world. 
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Thursday, April, 2d — I reached Greenville, where I spent a 
whole week, confined to my room, almost altogether, by con- 
tinued indisposition. With difficulty, I preached twice on Sun- 
day the 4th, being assisted in the services by the Rector, Rev. Br. 
Juny. The congregations, on lx)th occasions, were large, and very 
attentive. Ttvo candidates were confirmed. 

Saturday, 10th, and the next three days were spent in Rose- 
dale. I preached on Saturday night, and twice on Sunday, ad- 
ministering the Holy Communion, and confirming two young can- 
didates. Another person was confirmed in private, on Sunday 
night; and still another, in the Church, on Tuesday forenoon. 
The mutual attachment of Rev. Mr. Pressor and his people gives 
good promise of his increased usefulness among them. 

Saturday, 17ih — I reached Early Grove, and preached the 
next day, although still suffering from disease. The congregation 
was large, notwithstanding the many removals that have taken 
place in this Parish, within the last ten years. 

A review of the year's labors shows that I have baptized 
twenty-nine infants, and eleven adults ; and confirmed tieo hundred 
and ttvclve; of whom three were colored. Two Parishes have been 
organized, viz: ** Chapel of the Cross,'^ Rolling Fork, and 
** Grace Church," Waveland, Hancock county; and three 
Churclies consecrated, viz : "Church of the Nativity," at Macon ; 
" Grace Church," Ro5<edale ; and " St. Albans," Bovina. 

Six persons liave been admitted as candidates for Holy Ord- 
ers, viz : Wm. Taylor Douglas, Normand Harris, Upton B. 
Bowden, Frederic A. Juny, Edward D. Juny, and Orlando B. 
Batten. 

The following Clergy have l)een received into the Diocese, 
viz : Rev. Fred. A. Juny, D.D., from the Diocese of Louisiana; 
Rev. Joseph Cross, D.D., LL.D., from Diocese of Texas ; Rev. 
AVm. AV. DeHart and Rev. James Foster, from Diocese of New 
York ; and Rev. Wm. Munford, from the Diocese of Marvland. 
The following have been transferred to other jurisdictions, viz: 
Rev. Van AVinder Shields to that of North Carolina, and Rev. 
Daniel D. Hefter to that of Springfield. 
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Nowell Logan, one of our last year's candidates, has been 
admitted to Beacon's Orders ; and Eev. R. Hylton Prosser and 
Rev. James Foster, have been raised to the Priesthood. Rev. 
Wm. P. Browne (Deacon,) will be admitted to the same Order 
before our adjournment. 

Rev. Dr. Juny is in charge of the Church in Greenville, and 
Rev. Dr. Cross, that of Canton ; Rev. Mr. Munford has lately 
taken St. Paul's Church, Columbus ; Rev. Mr. DeHart is minis- 
tering to both Winona and Water Valley ; and Rev. Mr. Foster 
is laboring at Rolling Fork. 

I have given my assent to the consecration of Rev. Samuel 
S. Harris, D.D., as Bishop of the Diocese of Michigan ; the Rev. 
Thomas A. Starkey, D.D., as Bishop of Northern New Jersey; 
and the Rev. John N. Galleher, D.D., as Bishop of the Diocese 
of Louisiana. 

I have lately received from the Bishop of Pennsylvania the 
sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars, as a contribution from him and 
his Diocese, towards the establishment of an Orphan Asylum by 
our Diocese, for the benefit of destitute children ; especially such 
as may hereafter be made needy and helpless by the yellow fever. 
I have duly acknowledged, for myself, this act of Christian kind- 
ness. This Council will, I am sure, take pleasure in doing the 
same. 

The able Committee appointed on this subject at our last 
meeting are, no doubt prepared to demonstrate the propriety, and 
even necessity of such an establishment in some one of our towns 
more liable than others to the attacks of that fatal disease. 

Our University continues, though with restricted means, 
to meet the reasonable expectations of its friends and patrons. 
As a school of thorough instruction, of salutary discipline, of un- 
exceptionable healthfulness, and of high moral influence, it stands 
unsurpassed, not to say'unequaled, among the Institutions of the 
day. Its Theological Department, now in full operation, presents 
a special and powerful appeal for its support to the numerous and 
widely-spread members of the South- Western Church. To no 
source can we so confidently look for a supply for the many waste 
places to be found in all our Dioceses. 
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A« the 4th day of next month b the Tuesday of Rogation 
Week, I would call the attention i»f the Clergy to the standing 
refjue^t of the "Sjciety for the Pn»motion of the Goepel in For- 
eign parts." that that day in Rogation Week should be, annually, 
a Day of Intercession tor Foreign Mi^ons. And I recommend 
that a suitable disourse, together with appropriate selections from 
our Prayer Bo<^ should pay due honor to each annual return of 
that season. In addition to this request, there were sundry recom- 
mendations made by the last *' Lambeth Conference,*' which re- 
main yet to be acted upi>n by our coming General Convention. I 
do not, of course, expect this Council to take any action, or even 
to express any opinion on the matters. They are here brought to 
your notice to remind you of the more than usual importance of 
wisely selecting both the Clergy and Laity who are to represent 
vou on that occasi«.»n. 

Another, and m«*st important subject will, no doubt, be* 
brought into discussion at our Convention in Octobor; I mean the 
proposed aggregation or grouping of our present Dioceses into 
Provinces. However desirable such an arrangement may l)e, and 
however necessary it may l)ecome, at some future day, I fear that 
the countn- Is hardly prei>ared for it at present. Much less is it 
dis[)osefl to adopt that classification which is recommeude<l by a 
sub-i-ommiltee of the House of Bishoi)s, apjwiuted to lay the sub- 
ject iKfore the Church. But, I will add nothinc more that may 
forestall opinion on this sulyecfc, than to say, that if the arrangement 
now suggested l>e carried out, it will completely annul the com- 
l>act, now existing l)etween our ten Smthern Dioceses, and change 
the whole structure of our University, if not destroy it altogether. 

It will l>e rememl>ereil that, at our last Council, a Committee 
was apix)inte<l to prepare a canon, or canons, for the purpose of 
giving more efficiency to tlie Missionary oj)erations of the Diocese. 
The present arrangement has long l)een as unsatisfactory to myself 
ivi to any member of the Diocese. And I shall rejoice at any 
organization likely to increase the amount of our missionary col- 
lections, and relieve me from a lalwr and res|X)nsibility which I do 
not desire. 

Permit me now, after this review of the doings of the past 
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twelve months, to invite your attention to a more general survey, 
and more extended retrospect of the growth of the Diocese, since 
it pleased God that we should be co-laborers in this portion of his 
vineyard. 

On this occasion, of such peculiar interest to your Bishop, and 
possibly, the last of his meeting with you, may it not be allowed him 
to look back over the last thirty years, and see what cause wc have 
for thankfulness to God for what he has enabled us to do. And 
I let no one think that this survey is undertaken in either a boastful 
! or self-complacent spirit. Far otherwise. It is done with the 
hope of cheering the hearts of those who can see the darkness of 
the ** cloud," but not the ** silver lining" which relieves it. 

When your Bishop entered ujwn this field of his lal)or8, there 
were but ten places in the Diocese containing regularly organized 
Parishes, and suitable Houses of Worship, viz: Vicksburg, Natchez, 
Jackson, Columbus, Woodville, Holly Springs, Yazoo City, Kirk- 
wood, Church Hill, and Epiphany; at two only of which was to 
be found a Rectory. Of these ten Houses of Worship, five, viz : 
at Jackson, Church Hill, Yazoo City, Holly Springs, and Colum- 
bus, have been pulled down, and others of larger dimensions, and 
greater costliness erecteil in their stead. Nine Rectories have been 
added to the two found at Ephipany and Kirkw(X)d, viz : at Can- 
ton, Columbus, Dry Grove, Grenada, Jackson, Natchez, Wood- 
\nlle, and Christ Church, Vicksburg, and Winona.* Tliirty-six 
Churches have been erected in the follo^ving places : Aberdeen, 
Biloxi, Bovina, Bolton, Brookhaven, Brandon, Como, Canton, 
Grenada, Greenville, Dry Grove, Cr}\«*tal Springs, Hazlehurst, 
Johnson ville. Holy Trinity, Vicksburg, Lake Washington, Early 
j Grove, luka, Macon, IMeridian, Mississippi City, Lexington, IVIag- 
! nolia, McComb City, Osyka, Rosedale, Raymond, Summit, Terry, 
i Sardis, Oxford, Shuqualak, Vaiden, Winona, Water Valley, and 
Pass Christian. At all of these places, with few exceptions, 
Parishes have l)een organized, and the services of the Church sus- 
tained with as much regularity as the poverty of our people would 
allow. Two other Church buildings will s(K)n be erected, at En- 
terprise and Waveland, Hancock county. 

Such has been the outward or material growth of the Dio- 
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cese. What its spiritual increase, He alone from whom it cometh 
can tell. The full and true number of our communicante has 
never yet been ascertained, owing to the want of careful and accu- 
rate Reports from our scattered Parishes and Missionary Stations. 
Judging from the average number (two hundred,) confirmed 
from year to year, and allowing for deaths and removals, it should 
not be. less than four or five thousand ; while the aggregate on our 
Journals falls short of half that number. Upwards of six thou- 
sand have received the ** Laying-on-of-Hands," in confirmation; 
one-tenth of whom were colored. Two thousand and six hundred 
and ^fty (six hundred and sixteen of whom were colored,) have 
received baptism at my hands ; and eighty-six have been ordained 
to preach the Gospel ; forty-nine, as Priests, and thirty-seven, as 
Deacons. 

This may appear to many to be a small fruitage, in return for 
thirty years of labor. Let us hope, however, brethren, that they 
have been years of seed time only. The harvest *Avill yet come, 
though your Bishop may not live to enjoy it. 

That the growth of the Diocese, compared with that of many 
others more recently established, has been slow, will not be de- 
nied. But of this many causes may be found without calling in 
question the faithfuhiess of either Clergy or Laity. Our Parishes 
are so widely scattered, as to forbid the frequent intercourse, the 
mutual counsel, and needful co-operation of our Clergy; thus pre- 
senting a congregational rather than a true Church aspect to the 
world. The population of our State has for many yean* remained 
nearly stationary, with no tide of immigration, as in the West and 
North-west, daily flowing into our borders; and w-e have no populous 
city of wealth and learning, and a high order of intelligence, whose 
influence, like the throbbing of a big and healthy heart, might be 
daily felt throughout our borders. Instead of a Cathedral, 'in the 
centre of the Diocese, with its Episcopal head, and his many heliv 
ers and schools, and charitable institutions, gathered around him, 
your Bishop has not only been without a Church of his own, but 
was driven from his home l)y the flames of war, and compelled 
to make a partial residence in a neighboring Diocese. To these 
particular causes may be added another, of a more general and 
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antagonistic character ; I mean the pre-occiipation of the ground 
by the various denominations that had preceded us. But, dear 
brethren, although as a Diocese, we can boast of neither riches, 
nor numbers, we have never been otherwise than, in the fullest sense 
of the phrase, a "Band of Brothers." Let us thank God for this 
one sure token of his favor, and take courage. 

But, one more call upon your patience, and I have done : 
This day finds me near the termination of an arduous vbita- 
tion of four months. When I say that I have dragged myself 
through a great part of it, I trust that no one of you will impute 
to me any disinclination for the work. The spirit is as willing as 
ever, but the flesh is daily feeling the infirmities of age ; infirmities 
unseen by others, but too pl(iin and painful to myself. While 
health and strength* were continued to me, it was my pleasure, in 
my annual rounds, to visit you from house to house. That plea- 
sure has been denied me, for several years, owing to the encroach- 
ments of age and its accompanying weaknesses. It is now becom- 
ing a labor too much for my strength, even to continue my annual 
visitations to the several Parishes and Missionary Stations wi^thin 
the Diocese. To lessen their number might be a mercy to myself, 
but a painful privation to those waste places especially, whose 
only opportunity for enjoying the ordinances of the Church has 
been at the annual return of their Bishop. Under these circum- 
stances, may I not be excused for calling upon the Diocese for 
such help as it alone can give me, in the person of an Assistant. 
I have, for some time, refrained from making this call, on account 
of the sacrifices which I know it would involve. But, to withhold 
it any longer, I now see would be unfaithfulness to your true 
interests. I therefore now express the hope that the election of 
an Assistant Bishop will form one of the duties of our next Dioce- 
san Council in 1881, unless circumstances shall render such action 
necessary at an earlier period. And I hope that in the meantime, 
such action will be taken by this present Council as may prepare 
the way for the happy accomplishment of that object. Praying 
that you may be guided by wisdom from on high, iu this, and in 
all your future deliberations, I remain, dear brethren.

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On motion of Rev. A. Marks, so much of the Bishop's address 
as relates to an assistant Bishop, was referred to a special 
committee, of three Clergy and three Laymen. The Bishop sub- 
sequently apiK)inted as such committee, the Rev. Alex. Marks, Rev. 
H. Sansom, D. D., Rev. J. L. Tucker, D. D., Messrs. Jo. D. 
Shield, Peter P. Bailey, and J. C. Purnell. 

On motion, so much of the Bishop's address as relates to the 
donation from the Bishop of Pennsylvania for an Orphan Asylum, 
was referred to the committee appointed at the last Council to 
take into consideration the establishment of an Orphan Asylum. 

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore, the following preamble 

and resolutions were introduced and adopted, by a standing vote : 

Whereas, This l)eing the first Council of the Church in this 
Diocese, held in Grenada, since the pestilence of 1878 ; and, 

Whereas, The Ixjautiful, but sad mementoes of that terrible 
plague, look down upon us from sanctuary and wall of this sacred 
House of Prayer, reminding us that there were members of the 
Holy Catholic Church who were then taken to the blessed rest of 
Paradise; and 

Whereas, It was the blessed privilege, and noble duty of 
the Church to minister to the sick and dying during those days of 
sore trial and grief through the ministrations of one of her devoted 
Priests ; thereiPore, be it 

Besolved, That this Council, as the representative bodv of 
Christ's Church in this Diocese, hereby expresses its sincere chris- 
tian sympathy with the Church members and citizens of Grenada 
who mourn the dead of the epidemic of 1878. 

I{e:<olv€(ly That we desire to i)lace on record our great admira- 
ticm of the devotion and fidelity of our brother, the Rev. AVm. C. 
McCracken, who, during that epidemic, ministered to the sick and 
(lying, of all faiths and conditions, like a brave and loyal Priest of 
the Holy Catholic Church. 

The Council then proceeded to the election of Diocesan offi- 
cers. The fii*st was the election, by ballot, of the Standing Com- 
mittee. The Chair appointed AV. H. Fitzhugh and J. W. E. 
Pegues to act as tellers. On report of tlie tellers, the Chair de- 
clared that the Rev. Henry Sansom, D. D., Rev. J. L. Tucker, 
D. D., of the Clergy, and Geo. W. Howard, M. D., and Mr. 
Peter P. Bailey, of the Laity, were duly elected members of the 
Standing Committee. 
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The Rev. A. Marks, who had received the next highest vote 
' the Clergy, withdrew his name in favor of the Rev. Mr. Fox. 

Then, on motion, the rule requiring an election to be by 
illot was suspended, and the Rev. James A. Fox was, by ac- 
amation, elected a member of the Standing Committee. 

The Council then proceeded to the election, by ballot, of Dep- 
ies to the General Convention. On the report of the tellers, 
e Chair declared the result as follows: Of the Clergy, the Rev. 
. Sansom, D. D. , received thirty-eight votes; the Rev. A. Marks 
id received thirty-six ; the Rev. W. K. Douglas, D, D. , had receiv- 
twenty-six; Rev. J. T. Pickett, D. D., had received twenty-four 
>tes, who were declared duly elected Clerical Deputies to the 
eneral Convention. Of the Laity. Mr. Peter P. Bailey had re- 
ived thirty-five votes: Geo. W. Howard, M. D., had received 
irty-one, and Mr. E. D. Farrar had received twenty-six votes, 
lio were declared duly elected as Lay Deputies to the General 
mveution. 

There being .still one vacancy to fill of the Laity, on motion, 
e rules requiring an election to be by ballot, was suspended, and 
r. Murray F. Smith was, by acclamation, elected Lay Deputy to 
e Geneml Convention. 

On motion, the rule requring all elections to be by ballot, was 
ain su.sj)ended, and the following named persons were, by ac- 
imation, elected alternate Deputies to the General Convention, 
L : Of the Clergy, Rev. J. B. Linn, Rev. Benj. Halstead, Rev. 
illard Presbury, and Rev. AV. C McCracken. Of the Laity, 
essrs. (t. D. Sidway, John Rawle, A. B. Pittman, and J. S. 
►hn.ston. 

The Bishop then called the Rev. AV. K. Douglas, D. D., to 
e Chair. 

On motion of the Rev. A. Marks, a resolution that we pro- 
e<l to the election of a Treasurer of the Diocese, was amended, 
(1, on motion of Rev. M. M. Moore, that it l)e referred to a 
mmittee of 9i\^ to nominate a suitable person for that oflUce, 
IS adopted. 

The Chair appointed the Rt. Rev. W. F. Adams, D D., 
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Rev. J. L. Tucker, D. D., Rev. M. M. Moore, Rev. Henry San- 
som, D. D., such committee, who reported that they nominated 
Mr. Geo. M. Klein as a suitable person to be voted for for that 
office. 

On motion, the rule requiring all elections to be by ballot, 
was susptinded, and Mr. Geo. M. Klein was, by acclamation, 
elected Treasurer of the Diocese. 

On motion, the rule requiring all elections to be by ballot, 
was again suspended, and Messrs. Peter P. Bailey, Jno. W. Robin- 
son, and G. D. Sid way, were, by acclamation, elected Trustees of 
the Episcopal Fund and Church property of the I)ioce8e. 

On motion, the same rule was again suspended, and the Rev. 
J. T. Pickett, D. D., Rev. Benj. Halstead, Rev. W. K. Douglas, D. 
D., Rev. Willard Presbury, and Rev. James A Fox, were, by 
acclamation, elected members of the Ecclesiastical Court. 

On motion, the same rule was again suspended, and Rev. 
James T. Pickett, D. D., Messrs. John Floyd King and E. D. 
Farrar, were, by acclamation, elected Trustees of the University 
of the South. 

On motion, the same rule was again suspended, and G. W. 
Howard, M. D., was, by acclamation elected Treasurer of the 
University of the South for the Diocese of Missis.^ippi. 

On motion, the same rule was again suspended, and Rev. W. 
K. Douglas, D. D., was, by acclamation, electe<l Registrar of the 
Diocese. 

On motion, the same ri^le was again suspended, and the Rev. 
J, L. Tucker, D. D., was, by acclamation, elected Statistician of 
the Diocese. 

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore, it was then 

E€.iolced, That the Statistician of this Council be requested to examine 
the Journals of this Diocese, and report to the next Council the number 
and names of Parishes that are actually in existence, and in canonical 
union with this Council ; also, the number of Mission Stations that are 
served by either Clergymen or Lay-readers ; and the number and names of 
Parishes that are practically dead. 

On motion of Rev. A. Marks it was 
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Resolved, That the rule for electing? a commmittee for the relief of 
iabled Clergymen and the needy families of deceased Clergymen be 
icken from the Journal, so that no such Committee be appointed here- 

er. 

On motion, the rule was again suspended, and Mr. John W. 
>binson was elected, by acclamation, Treasurer of the Fund for 
e residence of the Bishop. 

The committee on the admission of new congregations re- 
nted through their Chairman, Rev. Benj. Halstead, as follows : 

The committee on admission of new Parishes having exam- 
ed the papers presented by the Parishes of Grace Church, 
'oodland, Hancock county, and of Grace Church, Rosedale, find 
at the said Parishes have been duly organized in accordance 
!th the requirements of the Canons of the Diocese, they, there- 
re, recommend the adoption of the following resolution, viz: 

Resolved, That the Parish of Grace Church, Woodland, Hancock 
unty, and the Parish of Grace Church, Rosedale, be received into union 
th the Council as dulj' organised Parishes of the Diocese.

A verbal report by the Rt. Rev. W. F. Adams, D. D., 
Chairman of the committee appointed at the last Council for the 
establishment of an Orphan Asylum was made to the effect, that 
the committee had done but little towards the establishment of an 
Asylum, a« the funds were not yet sufficient to warrant the under- 
taking though fifteen hundred dollars had been received for that 
purpose from the Bishop of Pennsylvania, which funds were sub- 
ject to the control of this Diocese.

found, to at once have such Parish incorporated under the general laws of 
the State applicable to religious societies, and to report the facts to the 
next Council of the Diocese, and report in writing at next Council. 

On motion of Rev. Alex. Marks, it was 

Resolcedy That the Secretary be authorized to print six hundred copies 
of the Journal of the proceedings of the present Council. 

The chair introduced the Rev. Abraham Jaeger, of Sewanee, 
who addressed the Council on the needs of Church Schools, and, 
also, on the wants of the Theological Department of the Univer- 
sity of the South, at Sewanee. 

On motion of Rev. A. Marks, it was 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this Council it is the duty of the 
Parishes of this Diocese to contribute, regularly each year, for the support 
of the Theological Department of the University of the South; and that 
it will be the effort of the Clerg>' to make the amount of these annual offer- 
ings reach the sum of five hundred dollars, at least. 

The report of the committee on unfinished business calle<l 
attention to a resolution found on page 47, of last Journal, re- 
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quiriog the Secretary to have the Jounials examined and certified 
, to br himself and the Bishop. 

Whereupon, the Seeretarr reported that the last Journal had 
I been by the Bishop and himself carefully examined, corrected, and 
j certified to, and filed among the archives of the Diocese, in keep- 
ing of the Secretary of the Council. 

Said Committee also called attention to a resolution, found on 
I the 40ch page of the last Journal, in relation to procuring certam 
I Diocesan papers from the representative of the late Rev. D. C. 
I Green. 

Whereupon the Secretary reported that he had corresponded 
with the Wardens and Vestrvmen of St. James* Church, Green- 
ville. on the subject of said papers, and had lately received a num- 
ber of Diocesan and other journals, which were now in his 
keeping at Jackson, a Ust of which he read to the Council. 

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore, it was 

Resolced, That the Delegates of this Council to the General Conven- 
tion be requested to bring before that body the fact that there are various 
editions of the Prayer Book in use in this Church, which are not correct 
according to the standard edition, and to ask for some action by the Con- 
vention which will correct the evils resulting from carelessly signed, or er- 
roneous certificates. 

The reiK)rt of the Finance Couiuiitte was then made, approv- 
ing of the accounts of the Treasurer of the Diocese, and the 
Treasurer of the Council, and making assessments for the supjwrt 
of the Bishop, meeting the contingent ex[)enses of the Council, 
and the assessment of the General Convention upon the Diocese, 
and providing for paying arrearages to the Bishop. 

The report was adopted as the official action of this Council.

ResfAvcd, That the letter of the Bishop to the Committee on Finance 
ill relation to the indebtedness of the Diocese to him, be published in cir- 
cular form for the use of the Parishes; but not to be placed in the publish- 
ed proceedings in the Journal.

On motion, the Council adjourned until to-morrow morning 
at 9 o'clock. 



At 8 p. M., Evening Prayer was said by Kev. M. M. Moore, 
liev. James Foster, and Rev. R. H. Prosser. Sermon by Rev. 
J. L. Tucker, D. D. Gen. 1st chap., 31st verse. 

After services the usual annual Missionary Meeting was held. 
The Bishoj) of the Diocese presided ; Rev. Nowell Logan was ap- 
pointed Secretary. 

Rev. J. L. Tucker, D. D., chairman of the Committee ap- 
pointed at the last Council to prepare a Canon, or Canons, for the 
formation of a Board of Missions, rei)orted progress and asked 
that the committee be continued ; which, on motion being seconded, 
was agreed to. 

Rev. J. Hylton Prosser offered the following resolutions, 
which, on motion of Rev. Mr. Moore, were referred to the commit- 
tee on the Board of Missions, of which Rev. J. L. Tucker, D. D. , 
is chairman, with instructions to report on same to-morrow. 

Resolved, That a Missionary Board, composed of five clerical 
and five lay delegates, of which the Bishop shall ])e President, 
shall be chasen by the Council now in session. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Diocesan Missionary 
Board to receive the funds collected for Diocesan ^lissionary pur- 
poses, and to use the same for work in this Diocese. 

Resolved, fuyihci', That it shall be the duty of this Board to 
furnish missionaries to* missionary fields not now supplied, and 
to provide for the expenses of the same. 

On motion, seconded, the meeting then adjourned.

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THIRD DAY. 

Saturday, April 24th, 1880. 

The Council met at 8 o'clock, a. m. Morning Prayer was said 
by the Rev. Benj. Halstead, Rev. R. H. Prosser, and Rev. John 
Gordon. 

The benediction was by the Bishop, who, after an interval, 
resumed the chair and called the Council to order. 

The roll was called by the Secretary. 

The procoedings of the day previous were read, corrected, 
and approved. 

The committee on the State of the Church made the following 

report : 

The accompanying tabular statement will ehow the statistics 
gathered from twenty-seven Parochial Reports and the reports of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the Bishop of Tennessee. These 
statistics, as well as we can judge of them in their incomplete 
state, exhibit an increase of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communi- 
cants, and Offerings, as compared with the reports of last year. 

It is to be regretted that the reports made to the Council 
present such an inadequate view of the Church in the Diocese, 
not more than one-half of the organized Parishes having thus far 
returned any Parochial Re^wrt. 

Let us ex|)ress the hope that after the present satisfaetory 
session of the Council, and the arrangement of our financial diffi- 
culties, we may all take courage, and go forward with reneweil 
zeal in the blessed work of the Church of Christ. 

The statistics are as follows : Number of baptisms, 348; No. 
of confirmations, 204; No. of communicant.*?, 1700; Amount of 
contribution ?j, 832', 758 17.

Resolved, That in this act we recognize the same self-sacrific- 
ing spirit which he has always evinced towards us in his long and 
laborious services as our Bishop. 

Besolvedy That we tender to him our sincere and grateful 
thanks for his noble and generous donation. Showing, as it does, 
his affectionate sympathy for the Diocese he has served so faith- 
fully and loved so well. 

Besdved, That a copy of these resolutions, besides being 
printed in the Journal, be handed to him as a memento of our 
grateful affection for him as our Bishop and friend. 

Rev. Alex. Marks introduced the following resolution, which 
was adopted : 

Resolved. That the thanks of the Diocese are due, and are hereby re- 
turned to Mr. John A. Klein, of Holy Trinity Parish, Vicksburg, for his 
long and faithful services as Treasurer of the Diocese. 

The committee on the Orphan Asylum, through their chair- 
man, Rt.

Resolved, That the thanks of this Council are due and are hereby ten- 
dered to the several railroad and steamboat lines for courtesies shown mem- 
bers of this Council. 

Rev. Joseph L. Tucker, D. D. submitted the following pro- 
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posed amendment to article vi, of the Constitution, which goes 
over to next Council for final action, as provided by the Consti- 
tution; 

ARTICLE VI, CONSTITUTION. 

Resolved, That article vi. of the Constitution be amended, to 
read as follows : 

ARTICLE VI. 

A Secretary and Treasurer of the Council and Treasurer of 
the Diocese, shall be chosen upon the assembling of the Annual 
Council, who shall remain in office until the meeting of the next 
Annual Council. 

The Secretary of the Council shall be ex-officio a member of 
the Council. 

The Treasurer of the Diocese shall be ex-officio a member of 
the Council and of the Finance Committee. 

The officers alx)vc named shall have seats in the Council >vith 
a right to speak and vote on any question before the Council ; but 
not to vote in a vote by orders unless they are members of the 
delegation from their Parishes. 

The Bishop apiwinted Rev. Wra. Munford, preacher at the 
next Council, and Rev. John Gordon, the alternate. 

The Bishop appointed Rev. W. K. Douglas, D. D., Roy. 
Henry Sansoni, D D., and Rev. James A. Fox, Examining 
Chaplains to the Bishop. 

In a few well clio.sen words the Bishop congratulated the 
Council upon its harmonious session, and the happy termination 
of its labors. 

The Gloria in Excelsis was then sung, and after prayer and 
benediction by the Bishop, the Council adjourned, dne die,

OK TRUSTKES OF TIIK KPISCOrAL FUND, l.TC. 

Sfx'TION 1. The Council shall annually elect three resi)onsible 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fun<l and Churdi Proix?rty of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of !Mi.ssi3sii>iM, who shall 
hold office until the election of their successors, to take chargo of 
and manage, under the direction of the Council, the Episcopal 
Fund and Church property. It shall Ik? the duty of said Trustees 
to invest said fund, collect the annual interest due thereon, and 
pay the same, from time to time to the Bisliop. When a vacancy 
occurs by death, resignation, or removal from the Diocese, it 
shall l)e filled by the next Diocesan Council — the remaining 
Trustees to have full power to act until the vacancy be filled. 

Sec. 2. All l)onds, notes, or other moneys, due on account of 
said fund, shall \^c made i)ayable to the Trustees of tlie Episcopal 
Fund and Church Projwrty of the Protestant Episcoi)al Church 
of the Diocese of Mississippi, or their successors in office. All 
bonds i)r notes now parable to the Standing Committee >ha\\ be 
transferred to said Trustees. 

Sec. 3. Said Trustees shall loan out the principal ()f said 
fund in their hands, for such time as they may <leem l)est, taking 
l)onds or notes for the re-j)ayment of the princii)al at the stipula- 
ted ix*riod, and also for the annual i)ayment of interest. No loan, 
however, shall be made by the Trustees, unless the same be 
secured by two responsible sureties, and by deed of trust on unen- 
cuml)ered property, the cash value of which shall be at least 
double the amount of the sum loaned. Said deed of trust shall 
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contain a clause authorizing the Trustees to sell the property, or 
80 much as may be necessary, whenever there is a de&ult in pay- 
ment of either principal or interest. 

CANON XVI— AS AMENDED IN 1880.
